A CHANCE TO MAKE WORK 

The school bylaws which are to be sub 
mitted on Wednesday of next week offer 
to the taxpayers of Edmonton an oppor- 
tunity to supply a measure of unempley- 
ment that would not otherwise be avail-- 
able, and to use this labor in the making 
of a needed and permanent public im- 
provement at a time when such improve- 
ments can be carried out at lower costs 
than in times when money is dear 

If the bylaws carry, work will proceed 
this summer on the new Glenora public 
school, in addition to the Cromdale school 
And there will be assured for next year 
the erection of three large permanent high 
school buildings, as a contribution to the 
prospective amount of employment. 

It is true that in modern construction 
the unskilled laborer has little part, The 
excavating is commonly done by machin- 
ery, and the building is done by skilled ar- 
tisans. Construction does not therefore 
offer work for any great number of un 
skilled men, who comprise the great ma- 
jority of the men now seeking work, and 


whose outlook is unquestionably worse 
than that of skilled mechanics and trades- 
men 

But unskilled men are not the only 


ones who are out of work, or working on 
short time, Brick-layers and carpenters 
are having an off season, and no doubt a 
good many of these tradesmen moved to 
the city during recent years when the 
house-building campaign was in progress, 
These men need employment, no less really 
than those who have no trades, and it is 
quite as really important to the commun- 
ity that they be enabled to earn a living 
and that their buying power be retained at 
normal strength 

The building of two large schools this 
summer will keep a considerable number 
of these classes of men in steady employ- 
ment, while the high sehool building pro- 
gram will give them assurance of work 
and wages next year, The need of the 
schools being undoubted, their erection at 
this particular time will have the addi- 
tional advantage of making work for 
those who need it and of helping to sus- 
tain general business, 


IS UNEMPLOYMENT A REALITY? 


The first speech of Senator Robertson 
in the west is not encouraging as to the 
outlook for prompt and vigorous action 
on the part of the Dominion Government 
to cope with the unemployment situation. 

Speaking to the mayors and reeves of 
British Columbia municipalities at Vic- 
toria, the Minister told them in effect that 
unemployment conditions are not as bad 
as they are painted. For this reason he 
did not approve the idea of a conference 
on the question between federal and pro- 
vincial authorities, 

Getting to detail, Senator Robertson 
faid employment conditions already 
changing because of improved crop con- 
ditions, They are changing, but it is not 
for the better, There are more idle men 
in Edmonton than there were a week ago 
The same is stated to be true by the re- 
sponsible officials of almost every western 
city 

Copious rains, the Senator said, had so 
changed the outlook that only in Saskat- 
chewan were crops damaged in places to 
the extent that nothing better than feed 
can be grown, But the copious rains mean 
nothing in that vast area in the semi-arid 
belt where the seed wheat had been blown 
out of the ground, It is now too late to 
sow wheat, And what would the farmers 
there do with feed crops if they grew 
them’? They have no stock to feed the 
crops to; for, strange as it may seem to 
the Senator, stock-raising is not practic 
able in that section of the west 

The most hopeful part of the Minister's 
speech was his observation that “If some 
measure of unemployment relief is necess 
ary again next winter, federal and provin 
cial authorities should get together and 
prepare their plans,” The “if” is the il 
luminating part of the remark, Apparent 
ly it is utterly inconceivable to the Minis 
ter of Labor that there should be any 
such thing as an urgent need for unem 


are 


ployment relief work at this moment, 
and only an arguable ehance that there 
will be need of it next winter 

It is unfortunate that the Senator did 
not defer his speech-making until he had 
done some investigating, That is, if he 
intends to do any investigating. His initial 
deliverance is acontribution to the dis 
cussion of the subject that the country 


would have been better off without.

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FROM BLASTING TO BEGGING 


Premier Bennett is to ask New Zealand 


to delay action in withdrawing from 
Canadian goods the benefits of the prefer: 
ential tariff it concedes to goods originat- 
Ing in other parts of the Empire That is 
the sensible thing to do, since the with- 
drawal of the tariff concession would 
mean the cancellation of orders given to 
Canadian firms, and further contract our 
already diminished trade abroad 

Mr. Bennett will of course be reminded 
that begging for mercy at the hands of 
New Zealand hardly seems to be an ap- 
propriate attitude on the part of a Govern- 
ment that was to “blast” its way into for- 
éign markets and compel outsiders to buy 
Canadian products. New Zealand how 
ever happens to be one country that will 
not stand for the “blasting” policy, and as 
against maintaining the policy and losing 
orders in this day of slack trade, the Pre- 
mier does well to swallow his pride and 
try to keep the business 


CROP REDUCTION 

The weather bureau at Washington 
reports that reduction of the wheat crop 
of the United States is being effected on a 
scale large enough to suit the most en- 
thusiastic exponent of the idea that cut- 
ting down the crop is the way to make the 
wheat-grower prosperous, 

From Wisconsin to the Pacific coast 
the drought is declared to be worse than it 
was a year ago and crops are said to be 
facing complete ruin, But the farmers do 
not regard that as a blessing. They are 
reported to be in a “serious plight,” and 
are asking for a nenewal of the drought 
loan scheme. 

That ought to suggest 
the astute gentlemen who a few months 
ago were urging Canadian farmers to 
grow less wheat, in the section of the west 
where wheat is the only crop that can be 
grown with a prospect of being saleable 
There may be little or no money in grow- 
ing a crop of wheat at present prices. But 
where nothing else can be grown with a 
hope of profit, the farmer fares still worse 
who has no wheat,

Refrigeration 
Question; Mrs, B, L, asks: “What 


| is the best method of keeping foods 


preserved until they are consumed, 
that is, in regard to refrigeration?” 


Answer: The electric refrigerator 
has the advantage of maintaining a 
uniform temperature, No food is safe 
in any cooling device unless the tem- 
perature is at all times below 50 de- 
grees Fahrenheit, In fact, 42 degrees 
is a much better temperature if the 
safety of the family stomachs is to be 
considered, All of the bacteria which 
are harmful to the digestive tract may 
be kept inactive at a temperature be 
low 50 degrees, If the temperature 
arises for a short time to more than 
50 degrees the danger point ts reach- 


ed, and the bacteria immediately be 
| gin to multiply and food begins to 
spoil. Below 50 degrees might be 


called a health temperature for foods 
To hold the health temperature of 
50 degrees is easily possible with the 
jee box if the ice chamber is kept at 
least half full, Most tee boxes are well 
constructed and firmly sealed, and 
they will hold the right temperature 
if you use enough ice in’ them, The 
electric refrigerator has the advant 
age of attematically controlling the 
temperature without bother or atten 
tion,
